joy throuoh the slaughter ol the nation's 
best chililren, over the ruins of that proud 
est bulwark of human liberiy, the American 
Union. 1 cann,>t aoree with you that this 
is on the part of the nation an " abolition " 
war. I will adni t, with sorrow, that the 
President and his ailvisers are attempting so 
lo manage the war as to produce outside 
collateral consequences that are itnconaiitii 
tiunal ,tiid outrageous, but what is still the 
main object of the war on the part of the 
nation, and what will be the result if the 
nation succeeds'/ Tlie suppression of the 
rebellion. What did we volunteer for ? To 
he'p put down a wicked, causeless rebellion. 
Were we right ? I feel unmiatjikably that 
we wi ri' 

Has the rebellion ilone anything so far to 
commend it to us or to the lovers of freeilom 
or our race ? Let tiie graves ofouralaiioh 
tered Union dead aiisw .r Has it become 
more lovely in its perjuries, its robberies, its 
hangings, its murders of Unionists ? I think 
not; it is the same stupendous crime, more 
hideous, more cruel, more bloody in its lie- 
foriiiity. .Shall we falter now in the great 
work of cru-'hing the monster, becausa, per 
chance, in doing so, something else niny be 
ilone which we may condemn liowcver se- 
verelv? I trust not. Can the bad conduct 
of a Buchanan or a Lincoln destroy our ol>- 
ligations to our common country, to our^ 
.■<elves, anil to those who "ouie after us? No 
never. Though I he President, or those wiio 
seem to control him even against his bett"r 
jiid ment, may take advantage ol the war 
to free and arm a few negroes, the contest is 
siill the same in all its great and grand pro 
portions — a contest between union and dis- 
union, government and anarchy, loyalty ai:il 
trea.son. the ardent hopes of the friends of hu- 
man liberty and constitutional freedom and 
the willies of the malignant devo'ees of 
gloomy despotisms; and the clamors of 
"peace ' traitors and timid friends frighten- 
ed by the old stale cry of "nigger" cannot 
change It. 1 am opposed to the radical pol- 
icy ol the Administration — earnestly and 
bitterly opposed to it, but bow ought I as a 
citizen soldier to manifest iny opposition'? 



Br legal can.'lituiioilAl actions at the proper 
lime at the ballot box. This is the srood old 
way to redress wrongs of Administrations in 
a free Government. It may be slow but it 
is sure. Mr Lincoln and his iinprincip'eil, 
wicked advisers are not the Government. 
Their term ot office is of short duration, and 
tiie time will soon come, ifwe are true to 
ourselves and pre.-erve the government, when 
ilieir places will be filled by better men, 
when a conservative Executive and Gonsress, 
regirdins: the Constiiiition as still the 8U- j 
I>reme law of the land, will annul uncon.sti- 
iiitional, impraciicable legislation, illev'al 
-diets, anil barbarous proclamstions. In( 
ihe meantime, however, the elf ins ol loval 
■lien 10 crush ihe rebellion must not be re- 
'axed, for utiOM the suppression of the rebel- 
'ion depends the (ler'u iiience of law and or-I 
ler an 1 conservatism on this continent. 

Wi'h the rebellion crushed out and de- 
■<troyed and tiie autlior ty of the govern-' 
ment sustained, thouoh at liie Cost of s mie , 
if our best bloil and uno>d treisire wa 
s'ill have sO n'tiiin4 to live for, so u-Mhing I 
•o h ipe. R (ilorio is nationality preserved, 
ilie unity of governmeni intact, the fjoiisti- 
tution still the aiip-eine I iw, ihoiigli set it 
naught for a time tho-^e outrages corrected 
that gall and humiliaii; us now, a sti'l young 
and vigorous n iiion with a power of re 
sources and a martial fame be''ore which ihe 
antiquated despo's of the old world will 
stand abashed, and before us a briiht future 
of promise, of progress, o'' 'ree lom, of hioh 
national advancement, of civilization, and 
ilory. This is butaJ'eeb'e picture indeed 
of what we may hope lor. if the rebellion 
is crusiied, and the natii>nal aiithoriiv vin- 
licated: but let the rebellion succeed, and 
what have we to hope for? What lirive we 
to live for? Can there be peace 7 Can 
there be security? I cannot think so — 
Wiiere then, will be our venerited Coiisti- 
union? Where our once glorious national 
iiy? Where I he irreat republic ? Gone, and 
.■one forever and in place thereof a miilti- 
Mide of Weak (nuty liitle States an I s.)ve 
rciinties. unable to protect their ci'izena, or 
give them respectahihty at home or abr'iad, 
■ ir perhaps a number of militiirv despotisms, 
wranaling. quarreling, and warring endless- 
'y I turn with reliel 'rom contemplating 
ihe wild confusion and anarchy of disunion 
to tho gloriou.i hopes ol Union law, and lib- 
'•rtv. Let us, tlierolore stand firm, uiiwav- 
'•rinsr, and s'eadlast by our principles anil 
our flaz. If we are true to ourselves the | 
''utiire will be true lo oa Our cause ia just 
and risrlit, and must iiliimi,te'y prevad; 
and in that ;rood time coming, when gentie 
peace shall dispense Iut blessings uudi-r the 
henignitv of national law and a glorious 
Union restored, the loyal and true every
